Inde Sir, commendations re- 
membꝛed, ec. You ſhall vnderffand 
that after many croſſes in the downes 
by tempeſts wee arrined ſafely vppon 
the Sonthweſt part ofthe great Ca- 
-N nartes: within leure e2 flue dates aſter 
Ys we ſet laile les Dominica, the 26. of 

| x Apaill: the firſt land we made, wee fell 
with Cape Henry, the verie mouth of 

the Bay of Chiſſiapiacke, which at that pzeſent we little er · 
peded, hauing by a cruell ſtoꝛme bene put to the Nozthward: 
anchozing in this Bay twentie oꝛ thirtie went a ſhoze with 
the Captain. and in comming aboard, they were aſſalted with 
certaine Indians, which charged them within Piſtol! ſhot: in 
which confl:>x,Captaine Archer and Mathew Morton were 
ſhot : wherupon, Captaine Newport ſeconding them,made a 
ſhot at them, which the Indians little reſpected, but hauing 
ſpeut their arrowes rety2ed withont harme and in that place 
was the B. r opened, w:herin the Counſell fo2 Vicę in was 
nominated:and atrining at the plate where wer are now ſea⸗ 
ted, tte Counſell was ſwoꝛne the P2eſidenc elected, which foz 


that yeare was Paiſter Edw. Maria Wing field, where was 
Az made

made choice fo2 our ſcitnation , à vexie fit plate fo2 the eres 
ing el a great cittie, about which ſome contentionpaſed be- 
twirt Captaine Wingficld and Captaine Go ſnold, nut with⸗ 
ſtanding all our pꝛouiſion was bꝛought a ſhoꝛe, and with as 
— ſpcede as might bee wee went about our fe2tifica- 
on. 

Che tweand twenty day of Apꝛill, Captain Newport and 
m leife with riners others, to the number of twenty two 
petſons, ſet fozward to diſcouer the Riner ſome fiftie oꝛ ſixtie 
mites. finding it in ſome places bꝛoadex, e in ſome narrower, 
the Countrie ( fozthemoſte part) on each ſide plaine high 
ground, with many freſh Sp2inges, the people in all places 
kindely intreating vs,daunſing and feaſting vs with ſtraw⸗ 
berries, Pulberies, Bꝛead, Fiſh, and other their Countrie 
pꝛouiſions wherof we had plenty: foz which Cptaine Ne ws 
port kindely requited their leaſt fauours, with Bels, Pinnes, 
Needles, brades 02 Glaſſes, which ſs contented them that his 
liberallitie made them follow vs fromplace to place, and euer 
kindely toreſpet vs. n the nudway ſtaping to refreſh our 
ſelues in alittle Ile foure oz fine ſauages came vnto vs, which 
deſcribed vnto vs the courſe of the Riuer, and after in eur 
tourney,they often met vs, trading with vs fo2 ſuch pꝛouiſion 
as wee had, and ariniug at Arlſatec ke, hee whom we ſuppoſed 
tobee the chiefe King ol all the reff, moſte kindely entertained 
vs, giuing vs in a guide to go with vs vp the Riner toPows 
hatan, of which place their great Emperoꝛ taketh his name, 
where he that they honored fo2 King vſed vs kindely. But to 
fianſh this diſconerie,we paſſedon further, wheie within an 
ile we were intercepted with great crogay ſiones 8 in midſt 
bolthe riuer, where the water falleth ſo rudely,and with ſuch a 
violence,as not any boat can poſſibly palſe , and ſo bꝛoad diſs 
perfeth the ſtreame, as there is not paſt ſlue oꝛ ſire Foote at a 
low water, and to the ſhoze ſcarce paſſage with a barge, the 
water floweth foure foote , and the freſhes by reaſon of the 
Rockos hane leſt markes ofthe inundations 8. 82 9.foote : 
The ſouth fide is plaine low ground, and the no2th five high 

mountatnes, 
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mountaines, the rockes being of a grauelly nature, interlaced 
with many vains of gliſtring ſpangles. That night we retur⸗ 
nedto Powhatan: the nert dap(being Whitſunday after din- 
ner) we returned to the fals. leaning a mariner in pawn with 
the Indians fo2 a guide of theirs, hee that they honoured foz 
Kingfollowed vs by the riner, That aſternoone we trifled in 
looking vpon the Rockes and riner(furtherhe would not gos) 
ſo there we ereced acroſſe , and that night taking our man at 
Powhatans,Cap.New port cengratulated his kindenes with 
aGown and a PÞatchet : returning to Arſetecke, and ſtaxed 
there the next day to obſerue the height therof,e ſo with many 
ſignes ol laue we departed.The nert day the Queene of Aga- 
mataclc kindely intreated vs, her people being uo leſſe conten- 
ted then thereff, and from thence we went to another place, 
(the name whereof J doe not remember) where the people 
ſhewed vs the manner of their diuung fo2 Pullels, in which 
they finds Pearles. 

Chat night paſſing by Weanock ſame twentic miles from 
our Fozt, they aeco2ding to their fo2zmer churliſh condition, 
ſermed little to affect vs, but as wee departed and lodged at 
the point ol Wcanocke, the people the next mozning ſeemed 
kindety ts content vs, vet we might percetuemany ſignes of 
amoze Jealoaſie in them then beſoze,and alſo the Pinde that 
the King of Arſeteck had giuen vs, altered his reſolution in 
going fs our Fozt , and with many kinds circumſtances leſt 
vs there. This gaue vs ſome occaſion to doubt ſome miſchieſe 
at the Foꝛt, vet Capt. Newport intended to haue viſited Paſ⸗ 
Pahegh and Tappahanocke, but the inſtant change of the 
minde being fairefo2 eur return, we repaired to the foꝛt with- 
all ſpeed, where the firſt we heard was that 400. Indians the 


- daybefozehad aſſalted the fozt,q ſuppziſedit,had not God(be- 


youd al their exped ations) by meanes of the ſhippes at whom 
they ſhdt with their Oꝛdinances t Puskets, cauſed them to 
retire, they had entred the fozt with our own men, which were 
then buſtedinſetting Coꝛne, their armes beeing then in dꝛie⸗ 


fats e ſew ready but certain Gentle mẽ ot their own, in — 
cont 
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confl',moſto7the Counſel was hurt, a bey ſlaine in the Pin» 
nas, and thirteene oꝛ fourtecne moꝛe hurt Mithall ſpeede ws 
palliſadeed our Fo2t:(each other day)foz ſite oʒ ſeauen daies 
we had alarums by ambuſcadoes, and feure 02 ſiue cruelly 
we unded by being ab20ad: the Indians loſſe wee know not , 
but as they repv2i th2ce were flain and divers hurt. 

Capt aint Ne »pout hauing ſet things in e2der, ſet ſaile fo; 
England the 22 of June, leauing p2ou:flon fo2 13. 03 14 
weeks. The dap be oꝛe the Ships departure, the King of Pa- 
maunc e ſent the Indian that had met vs beſoꝛe in our diſco» 
uet ie, to aſſurs vs peace, out ſo2t being then paliſadoed round, 
and all our men in good health and com foꝛt, albeit, ihat thzogh 
ſome diicentented hunꝛoꝛs, it did not ſo ;ong cantinue, foʒ the 
Pꝛelieent and Captaine Goſnold, with the reſt of the Coun⸗ 
ſell, being ſoꝛ the moſte part diſcontented with one another, in 
ſo much, that things were neither carried with that diſcretion 
no2 any bnũnes effected in ſuch good ſoꝛt as wiſdome would, 
no2 out owne good vnd ſafetic required thereby, and thzcugh 
the hard dealing of our Pꝛeſident, the rcff ot the couniell bee» 
ing diuetllie affected th2ough his audacious commaund, and 
foꝛ Captaine Martin, (albeit vetie honeſt) and wiſhing the 
beſt good, pct ſo icke and weake , and my ſelfe ſo diſgrat d 
thꝛough others mallice - thꝛough which diſozder God (being 
angrie with vs)inplagued vs with ſuch lain and icknes:; that 
the liuiug were ſcarce able to biu the dead: our want ofſufiis 
cient and good vid ualis, with continuall wachung, leure oʒ 
fiue each night at thee WBulwarkes , being the chiefs 
cauſe, cnely of @turgion wee had great Nc2e- Where- 
on our men wculd fo greedily ſurfet, as it coſt manys 
their liues:the Sack. Aquau:tie, and other pꝛeſetuatiucs foz 
cut healti, be ing kept ane iy in the P2eſidents hands, fo2 his 
owe diet, and his few aſlociates:ſhoꝛtly after Captaine Gol. 
nold fel! ſicke, and within the wakes died, Captaine Rat- 
cliffe being then alſo verie ficke and wr ake, and my ſelfe ha- 
ying alſo taſted o the exttemitie therot, but by Gods aſſiſtace 
being well recouered. Kendall about this tune, foz dwers 

teaſons 
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reaſons depoſed frem being ofthe Ceuncell: and ſhozfly aſter 
it pleaſed Ged(in our extremity)tomeue the Intians to bꝛing 
vs Cozne, ete it was halſe ripe, to refreſh vs, when we ra- 
ther crpeced when they would deſtroy vs: about the tenth of 
September there was about 46. of our men dead, at which 
tune Captaine Winge field hauing oꝛdꝛed the affaires in ſuch 
ſo2t. that he Was generally bated of all, in which reſpect with 
ene cenſent he was depoſed fiem his pꝛeſident ie, and Caps 
tine Ratc]:flc arco2ding to his courſe was eleded. 

Our pꝛeuiſion being now within twentie dayes ſpent, the 
Indians bꝛought vs great ſłoꝛe both of Coꝛne and bꝛead tca⸗ 
dy made: endolſo there came ſuch abcundance of Fowles ins 
to the Riuers, as greatly refreſhed cur weake eſtates, wheres 
bppen many of our weake men were pꝛeſently able to goe a⸗ 
bꝛeud. As pet we had no heuſes to teuer vs, our Tents were 
rotten, ant our Cabbins woꝛſe then nought: our beſt com · 
modit ie was P2on which we made into little chilfels, the pae⸗ 
ſisent: and Captaine Martins ſicknes, conſtrapned me to be 
Cape Parchant, and vet to ſpare no paines in making houſes 
foz the company, who notwithſtanding our miſery, little 
ceaſed their mallice, grudging and muttering. As at this time 
were moſt of our chiefeſt men either ſicke 02 diſcontented, the 
reſt being in ſuch diſpaire, as they would rather ſtarue and 
rot with idlenes, then be perſwaded to do any thing fo2 their 
owne relieſe without conflraint : cur vicualies being now 
within eighteene dayes ſpent, and the Jndiaus trade decrea- 
ſing, J was ſent to the mouth of Þ river, to Kegquouhtan an 
Indian Towne, to: rade fo: Co2ne,and tiy the river (02 Filh, 
but our fiſhing we could not effec by reaſon of the ſtoꝛmy 
wealher. The Indians thinking vs reare famifted, with 
tareleſſe kindnes, offred vs little pieces of b2ead:4 ſmall hands 
ſulls ofbeancs oꝛ wheat, foz a hatchet 02 a ꝑ iete ofcopper : In 
the like maner J entertained their kindres, and in like ſcoꝛne 
offered them like commodities, but the Ct ildꝛen, 62 any that 
ſhewed extrao2dinaty kindenos, J liberally contented with 
fre? atfte,fuch trifles as wel cõtented thenr:finding this colts 
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comfo:t, I anchozed befsze the Towne. and the nert day re. 
turned to trade, but God (the abſolute diſpaſer of all heartes) 
altered their conceits, ſoꝛ now they were no Ice deſirous of 
eur commodities then we of their Coꝛne: vnder colour to 

fetch frech water, J ſent a man to diſcouer the Tobone, 
their Coꝛne, and fo2ce, to trie their intent, in that they veſt 

red me vp to their houſes: which well vnderſtanding, with 
ſoure ſhot viũted them, with nich, opſters, bꝛead ano deere, 

ther kindly traded with me and my meu, beeing nolefſe in 

doubt of m intent, then J oftheirs, foz well 3 might wtth 
twentie men haue fraighted a Dhippe with Coꝛne: The 

coutetneth eighteene houſes, pleaſantly ſeated vpon 

thꝛee acres of ground, vppon aplaine, halfe inuironed with 

à great Bay of the great Riuer, the other parte with a Baye 
of the other Riucr falling into the great Baye, with a lit- 

tle Flefit foz a Caſtle in the mouth thcreof, the Towne 

adiopning to the maine by a necke of Land of ſixtie vardes. 
TWith fixteeng buſhells of Coꝛne I returned towards our 

Fozte: by the way J entountred with two Canowes of In- 

dians, who came absoꝛd me, being the inhabitants of waroſ- 

koyack,a kingdome on the louth ſide of the riuer, which is in 
b;eadth 5. miles and 20 mile oꝝ near from the mouth: with 

thelc J traded, who hauing but their hunting pꝛouiſion, re- 

queſted me to returne to their £Mowne, where J ſhould load 

my boat with cozre,t with near thirtie buſhells J returned to 

the fozt, the very name wherol gaue great comfozt to our des 

ſpacing company: tirae thus paſſing away ,thauingnot aboue 
I 4.dgies vituals left,ſome motios were made about dur pꝛe⸗ 

ſidents + Capt. Archers going foz Tnglany,to pzocurea ſup⸗ 
ply, in which meane time we had reaſonablly fitted vs with 
houſes, and our Pzeſident t Capt. Martin being able to walk 

abꝛoad, with much ade it was concluded, that the pinnace and 

barge ſhould goe towards Po hatan, to trade foz coxne:Lotts 

were taſt who ſhould go in her, the chance was mine, t while 

ſhe was arigging. J made a voiage to Topohanack, where a- 
tiuing , there was but certain women d childꝛen who bed from 
their doules, vet at laſt 3 dꝛew them to dꝛaw * 

ut 
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durſt not, toꝛne they had plenty, toſpoiie I had no cõmiſlion: 
In my refupne to Paſpahegh, J traded with that churliſh F 
trecherous nation: hauing loaded 10 63 12 buſhels ofcozne, 
they offred to take our pieces and ſwoꝛds, yet by ſtelthj but ſce- 
ming to dillike it, they were ready to aſſault vs, vet ſtãding vs 
pon our guard in coaſting the ſhoꝛe, diuers out of the woods 
would meet with vs wth cozn e trade, but leaſt we ſhould be 
tonſtrained either to indure onermuch wꝛong 02 diredip fal to 
reuenge, teing them dog vs, from place to place, it being night, 
t our netellitie not fit fo2 warres, we tocke occaſion to returne 
with 10 buſhells ofceꝛne:C ap. Martin after made 2 iournies 
to that nation of Paſpahegh hut eache time returned with 8. 
o2 lo. buſhells. All things being now ready fo; my tourney to 
Powhatan,foz theperfozmance theccof, J had 8. men and my 
ſelfe foz thb barge ,as well foz diſcouerte, as trading, the Pin- 
nate, 5. Marriners. 42.1andmento take in our ladings at con- 
uement places. The 9 of Nouember I (et fo2ward, foz the diſ- 
couery of the country of Chikhamania, leauing the pinnace 
the next tide to followe andffay fe2 my comming at Point 
weanocł, zo miles ftom our fszt: the mouth of this riuer fal · 
teth into the great tiuer at Vaſpahcgh,8 miles aboue our foꝛt: 
that aſternocne 3 ayed the eb, in the bay of Paſpahegh with 
the Indiãs: towards the euening tertaine Indians haled mo. 
one of them being of Chikahamania,offred to chduct me to his 
country, the D aſpabeghe ans grudged therat: along we went 
by moonelight, at midnight he bꝛought vs beſoze his Towne, 
deſiting one of our men to go bp with him, whom he kindely 
intertained, and returned back to the barge:the next moꝛning 
J went vp to the towne, and ſhewed them what copper and 
hutchets they ſhold haue fez coꝛns, each family ſckingtogiue 
me moſt content:ſo long they cauſed me to ſtay Þ 100 at leaſt 
was expecting my comming by the riuer with coꝛne, what J 
liked Jbought, and leaſt they ſhould perceive my teo great 
want J went higher vp the riuer: this place is ca!ledManoſl - 
quoſick a quarter ofa mile from the riner,conteining thirtie 
ox foꝛtie houſes, vppon an ercecding high land: at the foote 
of the hill towards the river, is a plaine weod, watered 
with many ſpꝛinges, which ——＋ twenlie rardes right downe 
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into the riuer: right againft þ ſame is a great marſh, of 4-02 5. 
miles circuit. deuided in 2 Jlands,by the parting ot᷑ the riuer, 
abounding with i H e feule of all ſoꝛts a mile fcom thence is a 
CTobone called Ocaniocke, I further diſcouered ths Townes 
of M.nſa, Apanaock, Weta wahone, t Mamanahũt at eche 
place uindelp vſed, eſpecially at the laſt, being the hact of the 
Country, where were alſlembled 200. people with ſuch aboũ⸗ 
dacc ot coꝛne, as hauinz laded our barg?,as alſo J might haue 
laded a ſhip:i returned to Paſpahheghi, t conſidecing Þ want 
ot Tozac at our Foꝛt it being night, with h ebb, by midnight 
A axiued at our feat, where 3 fouud our Pinais run aground: 
the next mo2ning I vnladed ſeaufhogſheds into our toe, the 
next mozning J returned againe:the ſecond day JF atlued at 
Mamanahuc,wher Þ people hauing heard of my cõming, were 
ready with ; 02 400. baskets litle t᷑ great,of which hauiug la⸗ 
ded my barge, with many ſignes o? great kiadnes J returned: 
at my departure they requeſted me to hear our piꝛ ces. being in 
the midE of the riuer, which in regard of p eccho ſermed a peale 
. of o2dnance,many birds and fowles they lee vs dap!y kil that 
much fearcd them, ſo deſirous of trade wer they,y they wo 
follow mo with their canowes, foꝛ any thing giae it me, ra⸗ 
ther then returne it back.ſo J bnladed again 7 02 S. hogſheads 
at aur foꝛt. N auing thus by Gods alliſtance gotten god To2e 
or coꝛne. notwithſtanding ſom? bad ſpirrits not content with 
Gods pꝛouidence, ill grew mutinous, in ſomucy, that our 
pꝛeſident hauing ocaſion to chide the ſmith fo2 his miſoeame⸗ 
noꝛ, he not only gaus him bad lan gu. ige, but alſo oſfced to ſtrikꝛ 
him w. th ſome of his todes, ſoꝛ wich reve. lioug ad the ſmit) 
was by a Jury condemned to be hanged, but being vppon the 
ladder continuing verry obſtinate, as hoping vpon a reſcue: 
when he ſaw no other way but death with him he became pts 
niteut, t declared a dangerous conſptcacy,foz which Captains 
Kendall as pzincipal,was by a Jury candeaed x ſhot to death. 
Chis con'piracy appeaſed, I ſet fo2ward foz the diſcoue cp of 
the Kiucr of Checks Hamania:this third time J diſcouersd Þ 
Tones of Matapamient Morinogh, Aſcacap» moyſcnock 
Righkahauck,NNechanichock, Mattalũt, Attamuſpincke, E 
diuers others, their plenty of coꝛne J found decreaſed, * la- 
| I + ng 
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ding the barge, J returned to our fozt: dur ſtoze being now 
iadifferently wel pꝛouided with toꝛne, there was much adoe 
fo2 to haue the pinace goe foꝛ England, againſt which Captain 
Martin t᷑ ny felle, ſtanding thietiꝑ ag aint it, and in fine after 
many debatings, pro & contra, it mas realued to ſtaꝝ a fur⸗ 
ther reſolntis: this matter alſo quieted, I ſet fozward to finiſh 
this diſcouery,which as yet J hadneglected in regard of Þ ne- 
ceſſitie we had fo take in pꝛouiſion whillt it was to be had:45, 
mies I paCed vp þ riger which fo; the molt part is a quarter 
of amile v:0ad ,q 3.fatham a half deep,exceedingolcy-many 
great low marſhes, many high tads.eſpecially about 9 midit 
at a plate called Moyſonicke, a Peninſule ot 4. miles cicuit, 
betwixt two riuers ioyned to the main, by a neck of 40.02 50. 
rards, and 40.02 g o pards from the high water marke: on both 
ſides in the very necke of the maine, are high hills and dales, 
vel much inhabited, the Jle declining in a plaine fertile cozns 
field, the lower end a low marſh, moꝛe plentie of ſwannes, 

cranes, geeſe, duckes, and mallards, @ diusrs ſo2ts of fowles 

none would deſltre: moꝛe plaine fertile planted ground, in ſuch 

great pzopoztions-as there J had not ſeene, ot a light blacke 
ſandy mould, the cliſfes commonly red, white and vellowe to · 

loured ſaud, 4 vnder red e white clay,fiſh great p.enty, Cpecp'c 


aboundance, the moſt oftheir inhabitants, in view of p neck ol 


Land, where a better ſcat fo2 a towne tanuct be deſiced-af the 
endoffozty miles this riger inu'roneth many low Jlands, at 
cach high water dzowned foꝛ a mile, where it vaiteth it ſclie, 
at a place called * po kant the higheſt Towne inhabited. 10. 
miles higher J di-conercd, with the barge in the aid way, a 
great tree hindꝛed my pallage which J cut in tod: heere the ris 
uer became narrower. 8.9 02.10. ſcote at a high water,anvs, 
0: 7. at alowe: the ſtreame exceeding lit, t the bol tom hard 
chant ell, the ground moſt part a low plaine, ſandy ſeyle. this 
orcaſioned me to ſuppoſe it might iſſue from ſcme lake 02 ſome 
bꝛoad foꝛd, fo it coald not be far to the hcad but rat hir then Y 
lveuld endanger the barge, yet te haue beene able to reiciue 
this doubt, e todiicharge the iuputation ot malicicus tungs, 


that halſe ſuſpeded 3 durſt not io: ſo long delaying) ſeme ot 


the company as deſirous as my foil; we reſclued te hier a Cao

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nom, and returne with the barge to Apocant, [here to leaut 
the barge ſecure, and put our ſelues vppon the aduenture: 
the country onely a vaſt and wilde wildernes, and but onely 


that Towne : within thzee oz foure mile we hireda Canow, 


and 2. Indians to row vs þ nert day a fowling: haying made 
ſuch p2ouiKenfo2 the barge as was needſull, Fletther there fo 
ride, witherp:cCechargenst any to go athozetilmy returne. 
Though ſome wiſe men may condemn this tos bould attempt 
of too much indiſcretion, yet i! they well cõilder the friendſhip 
of the Indians, inconducting me, the deſolatones of the coun⸗ 
try, the pꝛopabilitie of ſome lacke,* the malicious judges ofmy 
actions at home, as alſo to haue ſome mat ters of wozth to in- 
tourage our aduenturers in england, might well haue cauſed 
any honelt minde to haue done the like, as wel fo; his own viſ- 
charge as fo; the publike god: hauing 2 Indians ſoz my guide 
E2 of our own company, Iſet fozward;leauing 7 in the barge : 
hauing diſcouered 20 miles further in this deſart, the riuer ſtil 
kept his depth and bꝛedth, hut much mozecombzed with tres: 
here we went aſhoꝛe l being ſome 12 miles higher then þ barge 
had bene) to refrech our ſelnes, during the boylingofour vitu⸗ 
als:one ot the Indians J toke with me, to ſe the nature ofthe 
ſoile, t fo crolſe the boughts of the riuer, the other Indian J 
left with $9. Robbinſon and Thomas Emry, withtheir mat⸗ 
ches light and oꝛdet to diſcharge a peece, fo my retreat att he 
firſt ſight ot any Indian, but within a quarter ofanhoure J 
heard a leud cry, and a hollowing of Indians, but no warning 
peece,\uppoling them ſurpꝛiſed. and that the Indians had be- 
traid vs, p:eſontly I ſcaʒ eahim ⁊ bound his arme faſt tomy 
hand in a garter, with my piſtoll ready bent tobe renenged on 
dime he aduiſed me to fly, and ſgamed igno2ant of what was 
done, but as we went diſcourfing, J was firuck with an ar⸗ 
row on the right thigh, but without harme: vpen this occaſion 
A eſpied 2 Indians dzawing their bowes, which J pzenented 
in diſcharging a french piftoll: by that J had charged againe 3 
o2 4 moꝛe did the like, fo2 the fert fell downe and fled: atmy 
diſcharge they did the like, my hinde A made my barricado 
who offerednot to ftrine, 20. 03 30-arrowes were ſhot at me 
but ſhozt, 3 034 tines I had diſcharged my pilfoll —_

king of Pamaũck called; Opeckikenough with 200 men in 
mronedinc, eache dzawing their bowe, which done they laid 

them vpon the ground, yet without ſhot, mp hinde treated be - 
twixt them and me ofconditians of peace, he diſcoueredme to 

be the Captaine, my requeſt was fo retire to þ boate,they de · 
maunded my armes, ths reſt they ſaide were flaine, onely 
me they would reſerue : the Indian impoztuned ms not to 
ſhot. Jnrefiring being in the midſt of alow quagmire, and 
minding them moze then my toys, J ſtept faſt into the quag- 
mire, and alſo the Indian in dzawing me %2th: thus ſur⸗ 
p2iſed,J reſoiued to trie their mercies ay armes I caſte froun 
me, till which none dur appꝛoch me:being ceazed on ma, ther 
daew me out and led me to the King, J pꝛeſented him with 
à compaſſe diall, deſcribing by my beſt meanes the vle therof,. 
whereat he ſo amazedly admired, as he ſuſfered me to p2oceed 
in a diſcoutſe of the roundnes ol the earth, the courſe of the 
ſunne-moone, ſtai res and plannets, with kinde ſpeeches and 
bead he requited me, conducting me where the Canow lay 
and Iohn Robbinſon ſlaine, with 20 02 30. arrowes in him. 
Emry J ſaw not, J perceiued by the abonndance of fires 
all ouer the woods, at each place J expeaed when they would 
execute me, pet they vſed me with what kindnes they 
could: app2oaching their Towne, which was within 6uniles 
where J was taken, onely made as arbo2s and coucred with 
mats, which they remoue as occaſion requires: all the wo- 
men and childzen, being aduertiſed of this accident, came 
foozth to meet them, the King well guarded with 20 bolumen 
y flanckandrear,and each flanck befoꝛe him aſwo2d tapete, 
and after him the like, then a bowman, then J ou each hand 
a boweman, the teſt in file in the reare, which teare led fooꝛth 
amongſt the trees in a biſhion ,cachehis bowe and a handfull 
ot arrowes, a quiuer at his back grim!y painted: on eache 
flanck a ſargeant, the one running alwaiss towards the front 
the other towards the teare, each a true pace and in excceding 
good ozder, this being a good time continue ther caitethem- 


lelues in a ting with a daunce, and ſo eache man UW - 
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his lodglug, the Captain conducting me to his lodging, a quar- 
ter or Ueniſon and ſome ten pound el bꝛead J had fo2 ſupper, 
what Jleft was reſerued ſoꝛ me, and ſent with me to my lod- 
ging: each moꝛning 3. lot men pꝛeſt᷑ted me th:ee great platters 
cf fine bzead, moꝛe veniſon then ten men could deuour J had, 
my cob ne, peints and gat ters, my tompas and a tablet they 
gaut me again, theugh 8 oꝛdinarily guatded me, J wanted 
no: what they cculd deviſe to content me: and ffillour longer 
atquaintante increaſed cur better aflcuion?: much they thzeat- 
ned to aſault ourfozte, as they were ſolicited by the Kingof 
Paſpah*gb, who ſhewed at cur ſoꝛt great ſignes efſo2row fo2 
this miſchance:the King tocke great delight in vnderſtanding 
the manner of our ſhips, and ſayling the ſeas, the earth « skies 
and of aut God: what he knew ol the dominicus he ſpared not 
to acquaint me with, as ofcertainemencloathed at a plate cal⸗ 
led Ocanahcnan,cloathedlike me, the courſe of our tiuer, and 
—— 02 5 daies ionrney of the falles, was a great tur- 
ol ſalt water: I deſired he would ſend ameſſenger to Paſ- 
pahegh, with a letter J would loꝛite, by which the y ſhold vn⸗ 
derſtand, how kintly they vled me, and that J was well, leaſt 
they ſhould renenge my death: this he granted and ſent thzee 
men, in ſuch weather, as in reaſon were vnpeſſible,by any na- 
ked to be indured:their cruell mindes towards the fo2t A had 
deuerted in deſcribing the oꝛdinance e the mines in the fields, 
as alfo the renenge Captain Newport. would take ot them at 
his returne, their intent, J incerted the fozt,the people ol Oca⸗ 
nahonum and the back ſea, this repozt they after ſound divers 
A that confirmed: the next day aſtex m letter, came a 
ſalaage to my lodging, with his ſwoꝛd to haue flaine me, but 
being by my guard intercepted, with a bowe andarrow he of- 
fredtohaue cCected his purpoſe: the cauſe J knew nok, till 
the King vuͤder ſtanding thereof tame and told me of a man a 
dying, weunded with my piſtoll: he tould me alſo of another 
J had ſlapne, ret the moſt tentealed they had any hurte: this 
was the father of him J had flapne, whoſe fury to pꝛe⸗ 
nent, the King pzeſently conducted me to another Kingvome, 
| vpon 
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vpon the lop of the next noztherly riner , coli s Youghtanan, 
baning feafled ane, he farther led me to another bzanch of the ri- 
ner, called Mattapament, ts to other hunting townes they 
len me. and io each of theſs Countries, a toule of the grea! Em⸗ 

erout of Pewhakan, whom as yet J ſvppoled to bee at the 

-als,to him J tolde bim J wot gee, and ie refurne fo Paſpa- 
hegh,after this foure oz flug vayes marſh, we reforned io Ra- 
ſawrack, the firſt towne thep bzought me to, where binding 
the Pats in bundels, they marched two dayes iourney, and 
crolled the Riner of Lough tanan, where it was as bzoad as 
Thames: is conduging m fo 8 place called Menapacure in 
Pamaunke, where þ King ſuhabited: the next day another King 
ol that nation called Kekataugh,haning received ſome hindnes 
ol s at the Fozt,kindly innited me to feaſt at his houls,the peo. 
ple frem all places flocked toſ& me, each ſhewing to cement 
me. By this the great King hath ſours oz flue hoalcs, each 


foureſcoze 03 an hundzed tote in length, pleaſantly 
ſeated vyon an high ſandy hill, from whence you max (@ weſter⸗ 
iy a gooly low Country, the river befoze the which his croked 
cot tie canſeth many great Matches of exteding god ground. 
An handzed houſes, and wany iarge plaines are bere tagither 
inhabited, mo abundance of fiſhy fowle, and a plealanter ſeat 
cannot be imagined : the King with wzric Bom to guati 
me, intreated me to dilcharge wy Piſtoll, which they there pze- 
fouted me toith a mark at fix (co2e to llrike therwith but to (poll 
tho paactife I dzvke the cocke, whereat they wert much bilcon- 
trated though a chance ſuppoled, | 5 
From heacethis kind King convrieted wee te d place called 
T opahanocke, a kingdome ven awother Kiner nozihward : 
the canle of this was, that the yeare beſoze, a ſhippe had bans 
in the Kiner of Pawaunke, who having beone kundiy- entertals 
ned by Powharan their @aperoar;they retutuso therice,, an 
difcouered the Riner of Topabanocke, whers being tecoiucd 
with like kindneCCe, vet he line he ning, and ta or dis people, 
andthoy fuppoſed J wore her, but the people repozted him « 
viing mes kindly, — 
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next day we departed. 

This River of Topahanock, ſemeth in bzeadth not mach 
lefle then that we dwell vpon. fit the mouth oe the Riner is a 
Countrey called Cuttata women vpwaros is Marrauzh ta- 
cum Tapohanock, Appamatuck, and Nanteugs tacum, at 
Topmanahocks , ths bead iſſaing from many Pountaines, 
the next night J lodged at a hunting town of Po whatams,and 
the next dax arriued al Waranzcomoco bpon the river of D 
mauncke,wherre the great king is reſident;by the way we paſs 
ſed by the top of another little riner , which is betwirt the (wo 
called P.yankatank. The moſt of this Conntrey though De- 
ſert,yet cxca@ding fertil,ged timber, moſt þils and dales in each 
balley a criſtall ſpzing. 

-Arriaing at Weramocomoco their Emperour, pꝛoudly 
leing vppon a Bedlkead a foote high bpon tenne 62 twelue 
Mattes, richly hung with mante Chaynes of great Pearles 
about his necke , and covered with a great Conering of 
Rahaughcums : At heave ſat a woman, at bis fete ano? 
ther, on each ſive ſitting vppon a Patte bppon the ground 
were raunged his cticle men on each ſide the fire, tenne in a 
ranke,end behinde idem as many yong women, each a great 
Chaine of white Beades ouer their ſhoulders : their heades 
painted in rcdde and with ſuch a graut and Palefficail counte 
nance,as dzave me intoavmiration to ſ@ ſuch tate in a naked 
SÞalaage, bee kindly welcomed me with god wozdes, and 
great Platters of ſandzie Uinuals, aſſuring mee his ſriend - 


ſhip, and my livertie within foure dayes, hee much delighted in 


Opechan Comoughs relation of what J had deſcribed to him, 
and oft ex1mined me vpon the lame, Yee aſkedmee ths cauſe 
- of our comming, J tolve bia being in fight with the Wpani 
ards our enemie, being ouer pow2ed,neare put toretreat, and 
by ex(reame weather put to this ſhoze, wobere landing al Che- 
ſipiackc, the people ſhol vs, but at Kequoughtan they kindly 


vs, we by lignes demaundes ſreſh water, they deſcribed. 


- vs up ide Riner-was all freſh wafer, at Paſpa hegh, alſo they 
kindly ved vs , our Plande. being leake wee Were infozced to 


ay 
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. Cay to mend her, till Captaine Newport my father came fo 


condue bs away. Me 2emsunded why we went further with 
our \Boate, J tolds him, inthat J would hone occaſion fo 
falke of the backe Mea, that on (he other (de the maine, were 
was ſalt water, my father had a childe laine , whiche wee 
ſuppoſed Monecanhis enemies, whole death we intended to 
reuenge. | 

After god deliberation , ha began fo deſcribe mee the 
Countreps beponde the Falles, with many of the reff, con- 
firming what not onely Opechancanoyes, and an Indian 
which had beene pziſoner to Pewhatan bad befoze folde mee, 
tzut ſome called it fine dapes, ſome ire, lome eight, where (he 
ſayde water daſhed amongeſt many ſtones and rockes, each 
dome which canled oft tymes the heade of the Riner to bes 
bzackih : Anchanachuck he deſcribed to bee the propis that 
had ſlains my bzother, whole death hee would revenge, Pa 
deſcribed allo vpon the (ame Sea, a mighty Nation catled 
Pocoughtronack, a fierce Nation that did eate men, and 
warred with the people of Moyaoncer, and Patarowerke, 
Nations vpon the toppe ot the hrade of the Bay, vnder dis 
terrifozies, whers the peare befoze they had i un an hundzed, 
be ſignided their crownes were ſhauen, long baire in the necke, 
tied on a knot, Swozds like Polloree, 

Beyond ihem he deſcribed people with Het Coates, and 
Sleues io the Elbowes, that paſſed-that way in Shippes 
like eurs, Pam ſkingdomes he deſcribed me lo the desde 
of the Bay , which (@med to be a wightie River , (ſuing 
from mightie Pountatnes betiwixt the two Deas, the people 
£c!oathed at Ocamahowan. He alſs confirmed, and the Sou- 
therly Countries allo, as the reſt, that repozted vs to be within a 
day ea halfe of Mangogec,twe dapes of Chawwonock, &. fg 
Roonock,to the ſouth part of the backe (ea:he deſcribed a coun» 
trie called Anone , where they haue abundance of Bsaſſe, 
and houſes walled as oors. J requited his diſcourſe , fee- 
ing what pꝛide ber had in his great and ſpacious Domtui- 
ons, ſeeing that all pes knewe _ baver dis OY 
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In deſcribing to him the territozies of Europe, which was. 
fabiec to our great King whole (ubiect J was, the innumerable 
multitode of his ſhips, J gans him te buderſtend the noyſe of 


Crumpets, ond terrible manner of fighting wers vader captain 
Newport my father,whom J intituled the Mcworames which 
thep call King of alkthe waters, at bis greatuefſe hee admired, 
and not alittle feared : hee defired mee ta fozlake Pafpaliegh, 
and ts lius with him vpon bis Riner , a Countries called Capa 
"Howaſicke: hit pzomiled to gins ms Cozne,Ueniſen , 02 what 
A waotedfoſepe vs, Patche(s and Copper wes Qonlv make 
him, and none ſhould diſturbe vs, This request J} pzomiled to 
pertozme ; aud thus having with all the kindnes hee could de- 
niſe, ſought io contont me: hes lent me home with 4. men, one 
that vigally carried my Gawne and Knaplacke after mo , two 
other loded with bzead, and one to accompanies me. 

his Riaer of Pamavnke4s net pal tiwekus mile from that 
we dwell on, his couris nozthiet, and weſterly , as the other. 
Weraocomoco, is von ſalt water,in bzenth two myles , and 
lo keepeth his courſe without any (arrying — 
where at the parting of ths ſroſh water and the lait, it dinideth 
it ſoife into two partes, tha ons part to Goughland, as bzoad as 
Thames, and nanigable, with a Boats tbzeeſcoze a foureſcoze 
miles, and with a Shippe liftie, excisdiug crooked, and manie 
low grounds and mariſhes, but tahabited with aboundance of 
wariike aud tall people. The ConntreyofYoughtomam, of 
no lefſe wazth, onely if is lower, but all the (ople, a fatfe,fertill, 
landie ground. Aboue Manapacumter , many high ſandis 
FPountaines.By kbe River is many Rockes, ſeeming if not of 
lenerall Pines: The other bzanch a little lefſe in bzeadth, pet 
extendsth not neare ſo farre,no2 (6 well inhabited , ſomewhat 
lower, and a white land te, ans a white clay ſople : here is their 
beſt Terra Sigillata : Themoothof the iwer, as J ſee in the 
diſcouerie therof with capt. in —— bal ſe a mile bzoad,x 
within foure miles not abous a Paſttet ſhot⸗the channell ext · 
ding god and dieps, the River ſtraight to the deniflons, Kislirk 
the neareſt Nation to the entrances.

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Their religion and Ceremonie J eoblerucd was fhne:th:w 
oz foure dares ater my taking icuen ot them in the houſe whcre 
JF lux. each with a rattie began at ten a clocke inthe moznirg to 
ſing about the fire, which they inuironed-with a Circle cf 
meale,and after a foote oz two from that at the end of each ſong, 
layds dans tws oz the graines of wheate,continuing this oʒ- 
der till they hane included ſixe oz leuen hundzed in a haife Circle, 
and after that two oz cha moze Circles in like maner, a hand 
bzedth from other:that done, at each ſong,thcy put betwirteue- 
rie thace,two oz five graines alittle icke, ſo counting as an 
old woman her Pater noſter, 

Dae dilgniſed with a great Skinne , his head hung round 
with little fkiunes of Meaſels, and other vermine , with a 
Crownet ol ſeathers on his bead, painted as valy as the dinell, 
at ſh2 end of each ſong will make many fignes and demonffra- 
tions, with (range and vehement actions, great cakes of Derre 
luet, Deara, and Tobacco he calteth in the fire, till fire 8 clecke 
in the © 2ening, their howling would contigee ere they would 
pepart, Each mo2ying in the coldeft froft, the pzincipali to the 
number of twentie oz thirtie, aſſembled themſeines in a round 
circle,a good diſtance from the tone, whero they tolo me they 
there conſulted where to hunt Ge nort day: lo fat they tod mee, 
that J much doubfed they laterded ls hane ſycrificed mee to the 
Quiyoughquoſiclce, which is a ſaperiour power they woz · 
ſhip, a moze vglier thing cannot be deſcribed : one they hace ſo; 
chief ſacrifices, which allo they call Quiyoughquoſick: to curt 
the lick, a man with a Rattle,and extrearne howling, owting, 
finging ,' and (ach violent geſtares , and Anticke actions over 
the patient will ſacke out blod and flegme from the patient aut 
ol their bnable ſtomacke, oʒ any diſeaſed place, as no labaur will 
moze tire them, Tobatca they offer the water in paſſing in fowle 
weather. The death of any they lament with great ſozxrovo and 
Weeping : their Kings they burie betwixt (wo mattes within 
their honſes, with all his beavs,iewels, hatchets,and copper: the 
other in graues like ours. Tyep acknowledge no reſurrection. 
Powhatan hath tha — fiters, each of his bꝛe·

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theren luctieded other. 

Foz the Crone, their heyzes inheritenot, but the ficf> 
hey2es of the Silters, aud ſa ſucceſſintię the weomens heires: 
Foz the Kings hane as many weomen as they will, bis Sus 

From Weramocomoco is but 12, miles, vet ihe Indians 
frifled away that day, and would not goe to our Fozte by any 
pꝛrlwallons : but ia certains olve hunting honles of Paſpa- 
hegh we lodged all night. The next mozning ere Sunne riſe, 
we ſet fo;ward foz our Fozt, where ws arrived within an houre, 
where each man with the trueft ſignes of io they could expzeſſs 
wclcommed me, except M. Archer, and ſome 2.03 3. of his, 
who wes then in wy abſence , (wozne Counſellour, though not 
with ide conſent of Capraine Martin: great blame and impu⸗ 
tation was leide vpon me by them, foz the loſſe of our two men 
which the Indians New : inſo nuch that they purpoſed to vepole 
ms, bat in the midl>of ay miſeries,if pleaſed God to ſend Cap- 
taine Nuport, whe arrining there the ſane night,ſo tripled out 
lop,as la a while thele p'ots againſt me were deferred, though 
with much malice ag ainſt me, which captain Newport in (hozt 
time did plainly (&. Now was mailer Scriuener, captaine 
Martin, aus my ſelfe,called Counſcliers, 

Within flee 02 ſixe dapes aſter the arrinall of the Ship. by a 
milchanace our Fozt was burned, andthe moſt ofour apparell, 
lodging and pzinate pzoniſlen , many oſour old men dileaſed, 
and ot our new ſoz want of lodging periſhed. TheEmperevur 
Powhatan each wirke once ez twice ſeat ine many pzelents of 
Deare,bzead Raugroughcuns, halle alwapts fo; wy fathcr; 
whom he much deſiced to (&,and halle foz mc:and is continually 
impoztaned by meſſengers and pꝛeſenis, that I would eome to 
fetch the cozae,and take the Countrie their King bad giuen me, 
as at laſt Captains Newport reſolued te go ſee him. Much 
acquaintance J had amongſt the Indians ,zand ſuch confidence 


they had in me, as near the Fozt they would not come til J 
came fo them,enery of them calling me by mp name, would not 
ſell any thing till J had firſt receined their pꝛeſenis, and what 
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they had that J liked, che y deſerred lo wp diſcretion : but aer 
8cquaintance, iht bſually came into the Fozt at their plea- 
ſure ; The Pacſident, and the reſt ofthe Councell, they knew 
not, but Captaine Newports greatnc ſſe J had ſo deſcribed, as 
thep tontevued him the thic le, the rell his child zen, Off.cers, and 
ſttuants. Me had agreed with y king of Paſpalieghj to conduc 
two ofour men to a place called Panawicke bepond Reonok, 
where he repszicd many men to be apparelled. Me landed 
bim at Warra>koyack, where playing the villaine, and delu· 
ding vs loꝛ rewards, returned within th;& 02 foure dapes alter 
without going further. C iptaine Newport, maiſicr Scriue - 
ner, and my ſelle found the mouth of Pamauncks river, ſome 
25.03 30. miles no;thward from Caps Heoricke , the chancit 
god as befoze expzeſled. 

Arriving at Weramocomoca, being ir alous of the intent of 
this politick lalunge,(o dilcouer his intent the better, I with 20. 
ſhot armed in Jacks went a (hoze, the Bay where he dwelleth: 
bath in it 3.cricks,and a mile and a halte from the chanel all oft, 
being condacted la the tobone, J found mp lelfe miſtaken in the 
crecke, fo they al there were within lee then a mile, the Empe⸗ 
rozs ſonne called Naukaquawis, the coptaine that toke me, and 
diverſe others ot bis chiete men conducted me to their kings ha- 
hit ation, but in the mid wap J was intercepted by a great crak: 
auer which they had made a. bzidge of grained (fakes t railes, 
the king of Kiskieck,and Namontack,wheall the (ournep the 
king bad ſent to guide vs, had tonduued vs this pallage, which 
canuied me to ſuſpea ſome milchiele: the barge J had ſent to met 
me at the right land ing, when Jfound wy lelfe firſt deceyued, 
and knowing by cxpericncethe moſt, of their. courages to pꝛo⸗ 
c&de from others fears, (tough fewe lyked the paſſage, J in- 
fermingled the Kings lonne, out conductozs, and his chiefe men 
amongſt ours, and led fozward, leaning balfe at the one ende 
tomake a guard foz the gaſſage of the Front. The Indians 
ſceing the wcakeneſſe of the Bzidge, came with a Canow,and 
foke me in of the middeſt with foure e flue moge, being landed 
wee made a guard foz (he rest (ill all were paſſed , two — 
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a ranke we marched to the Emperozs houſe. Befoze his honſe 
K@d toztie 63 fiftie great Plattets of flac bzead,being entred the 
goule, with loude tunes they all made ſignes of great ſoy. This 
pꝛoude ſaluage,having bis fineſt women, and the pzincipail of 
bis chiefe men alſembled, ſate in rankes 8s befoze is expzi(ſed, 
bioſels as vpon a Thzone at the vpper ande ot the houſe,with 
ſach aPaieſtie as Jcannol exp3:\ſe, noz yet haue often ſeene, 
either in Pagan 83 Ch2iſtian, with a kinde countenance hee 
bad mee welcome, and cauſed a place to bee made by himlelle 
to fit, J pzeſenfed him a ſute of redcloath, a white Greyhound, 
and a Patte, as Jewels he eſf@med them, and with a great 
Ozatioa made by thz> of his Robles, if there be any amongſt 
Sa'nages,kindly accepted them, with a publike confirmaticn 
of a perpetuall league and friendſhip. | 

Aſter that, he commannded the Nugne of Apamatuc , & 
comelp pong @aluage, to give me water, a Turkis cocke, and 
bzeade to eats : being thus feaſted, hee began his diſcourſe to 
this purpole. Pour kinde bilitation doth much content mee, 
but where is por father whom J much defire to ſa, is be not 
with von. A tolo him hs remained aboozd , buf the next dar be 
wooid come vnto him, with a merrie colitenanceo he aſked me fo; 
certains peecesJ which pzomiſed him, when J went to Paſpa- 
hegh, J told accozding ts wy pzomile,that J pzoffered the man 
that went with me foure Demy Culuerings, in that he ſo dell 
red a great Ganae, bot they retuſed to take them, whereat with 
alowde laughter, he deſired to gine him ſome of lefle burthen, 
as foz the other J gaus him them, being ſore that none could 
carriethem : but where are theſsmen you pzomiled to come 
with you, J told him without, who thervpon gane oder to haus 
them bought in,two after two, ever maintaining the guard 
without. And as they pzefenteo themſelues ener with thankes, 
be would (aln(s me, and cauſed each of them to have foure 83 flue 
pound of bzead giuen them. This done, J aſkedhim fo; the 


cozne and ground he pzomiled me. Pe told me J ould have if, 
but he expected to hane all thele men lay their armes at his f&f, 
as did his ſabiects. A toldehimthat was a ceremonie om _ 
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mies deſired , but never eur Friends, as we pꝛeſenled our 
ſelues bato him, yet that he honlo not doubt of our friend- 
(hip : the next day my Father would gi ie him a child of tis, 
in lull aſſaranco of our loues, and not only that, but when be 
ſhould thinke if conuenient, wer would de liner vnder his 
ſubicttion the Country of Manacam and Pacoughiao- 
nack his enemies. | 

Lhis lo contented him, as jmmediatly with attentive i- 
lence, with a lewd ozation be pꝛoclaimed me A werowanes 
of Powhaton, and that all bis ſudieas ſhould ſo efteme vs, 
and no man account vs ſtrangers nog Palpatzeghans, but 
Powhatans , and that the Cone, weomen and Country, 
Gould be to vs as to tis owne people: this pzoffered kind- 
nes foz many reaſons we contemned not, but with the beſt 
LUI and (ignes of thankes J could expzefſe, J tante 
my le aue. 

- . The King riſing from his ſeat, conducted me foozth, and 
cauſed each of my men to haue as much meze bzead 8s het 
could beare : gining me ſore in a baſket, q as much be ſent 
a board foz a pꝛeſent to my Father: victuals you muſt knows 
is all there wealth, and the greateſt kindnes thcy could ſhew 
bs:arriaing at the Riner, the Barge was fallen ſo low with 
the ebbe, though J bad given o2der and oft ſent topzcucnt 
the ſame, yet the me(Crygers deceired mer, the Skies being 
verp thicke and rainie , the King bnderſtanding this miſ- 
chance, ſcat his Donne and Mamoatacke, to conduct we 
fo a great houſe (officient ts lodge mat where entring J ſaw 
it hung round with bates and arrowes. 

Tbe Indians vſed all-viligence to make bs fires, egine 
bs content: the kings ©zatozs pzoſently entertatned ts 
with a kinde 8zation , with expzeCe charge that not any 
ould Ceale, oz tag out bowes oz arrolwes , oz offer any 


Pzelently afterhe lent me a quarter of Uenizon to ſfay my 
ſtomacke : in the euening — te 1 
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with two chat with me: the company J gave o2der to fan 
their guard, e fo malataine two ſentrics at the pozts 
allvight. Lo wy ſopperhe let betoze me meate fo; twenty 
men, e leeing J could not eaſe,he cauſed it tobe giuen tomy 
men: foz his is a generall cutome, that what they gine, not 


to take againe, but pou muſt either eate it, gius it away, 03 
carry it with you: two 02 the houres we lpent in dur aun- 
eut dilcourtes, which done, I was with a fire tick lighted to 
my lodging. | 

Lhe next day the ing conducting med fo the Riner, 
ſhewed ms his Canowes , and deicribed vato me how ba 
ſent them oucr the Bae, foz tribute Beades: and alſo what 
Countries paide him Beads, Copper oz Skins. But (aing 
Captaine Nuport, and Pailter Scriuener, comming a 
ſhoze, the King returned to his houls, and J went to mee 
bim,with a trumpet befoze him, wee marched to the King : 
who aſtec his old manner kindly recciaed bim, eſpecially a 
Boy of thirteen yeares old, called Thomas Saluage, wh] 
he gave him as his Menne: herequited this kiavnes with 
each of vs a great baſkef of Beanes, and enterteining hiur 
With (he fozmer diſcourle, we paſſed away that day, and a- 
grid to bargaine the next day, and io returned to out Pin- 
nis: the nert day comming a (haze in line oder, the King 
baving k(adly entertained vs with a bzeakſalt , queſtioned 
with vs in this manner. 

Why we came armed in that ſozt, (@ing ber was ont 
friend, and had neither bowes noz arrowes,what did ws 
doub! : J fold him it was the cuſtome of our Country, not 
doubting of bis kindnes any waies, wherewith though bee 
lie mes latiſfied,yet Captains Nuport canſed all our men to 
rctire to the water ſide, which was ſome thirtie lcoze from 
thence ; but to pꝛeuent (he wog, GPaiſter Scrivener 63 J 
were either the one oz other bythe Barge , experience had 
well tavght me to belaue dis friendſhip, till conuenient ops 
po tunitꝝ (uffred him tobetcay vs , . 
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tian had perceived my abſence, and cunving'y lent foz mes 
Aſent foz Paiſter Scriuener fo (apply my place, the King 
would demaund fo2 him, J would againe rcleeve him, and 
they ſought to ſatiſſie our ſaſpition with kind Language, and 
not being aged to trade lo cozne, he deſired to ie all our 
Patchets and Copper together, ſo; which he would giue vs 
cozne, with that auncient tricke the Chickabamanicus had 
oft acquainted me: his offer J refuſed , offering firfſt toſs 
what ge would giue foz one piece, hee ſitming to deſpiſe the 
nature of a Perchant, did (cozne to ſell, but we fraly ſhealy 
give bim, and he liberally would xt quite vs. 
Captains Nuport would net With leſſe then twelve great 
Coppers fry his kindnes, which he liberally requited with 
as much cozne as at Chick2h1mania, J bad fo; one of cſs 

20poztion ; gar Patchets hes would alſo have af bis owns 
rate, foz which kindnes hes much (@med to affect Captains 
Nuport, ſome few bunchcs ei blew Beades Jhad, which be 
much de ſired, and laing ſo few, he oſfred me a baſket ot iwo 
pecks, and that which J dzew to be thz& pecks at the leaf, 
and pet ſamed contented and deſired moss: I agreed with. 
him the next day foz two buſhells, foz þ ebbe now conſtrai- 
ned bs foreturne io our Boate, although he earneſilę dell 
red vs to ſtay dinner which was a pzouiding,and being tt a- 
dy he ſent aboard aller bs, which was bzead and ven zon, 
ſufficient ſoz flſtie 62 ũxtie perſons. 

Cbde next day hee (ent his Sonne in the mozning not fo 
bzivg a ſhoze with vs ony pieces, leaſt his weomen and chil- 
dꝛen ſhould fears. Captzine Nuports god beliels would 
haus ſatiſficd that rt qui ſt, pet twentie 02 twentiz flue ſhot 
we got a Woze: ide King imps;taning me to leaue my 
armes a board, much miliking wy ſwoꝛd, piſtol ond target, 
J told him the men that New my Bꝛother with the like 
tearmes had perſwaded me,and being vaarmed (hot at vs, 
and ſo betraide vs. 

Pt oft entreated mo Nuport that his men —_ 
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leaue their armes, which Cill der commanded ts the water 
fide, this eay we ſpent in trading foz blew Beads, an? ha- 
ning neare ſtroighted our Barge. 
. Coptaine Nuport returned with them thaf came abozd, 
leauing me and £Þaiſter Scrivencr a ſhoꝛe, to foilow in Ca- 
nowes z into one J got with ixe sf eur men, which baing 
launched aſtones coſi from the Choze luck fat in the Ole: 
Palfter Scrivener leeing this rxample, with ieuen 02 eight 
moꝛe paſſed the dzeadfull bzidge , lhinking to haue fonad 
deeper water on the othcr traue, but they were infozccdts 
Nay with ſuch entertainment as a ſalusge, being toꝛced a⸗ 
ſhoz? with wind and raine, having in his Canow, as com- 
monly they haue,his houſe and houſheld, itſtantix ſet vp a 
bonſe of mats which ſvccoured them from the ſloꝛme. 
Wye Jovians ſeeing me peftred inthe Ote, called ts me, 
fire 02 feuen ot the Kings chiefs men tbzzw offthcir (kms, 
and tothe middle in Ole, came te bear me out on their heads, 
their im poztunatie cavled me better to line (he Canow then 
their curteſte , excoſing my denlallfo; feare to fall into the 
Ole, de liring them to zung me ſome wad, fire,and mais, to 
couer me, and J waulo content them: each pꝛeſent gau 
his belpe to ſatilſle my requeſt, which paines a hozſe wou 
carte have indured , yet acovple of bells richly contented 


them, 

Thc Eaperozs lent his Seaman Mantiuas in the eve- 
ning with bzead and vietuall oz me and my men, he no m036 
ſcripuious then the reſt (cemed to take a pe in ſhewi /g 
how lifle he regarded that miſcroble cold and dutty paſſage, 
though a dogge Would ſcarce haue indarecd if, this kindnes 


I found, when J litle expected leſſe then a miſcbiefs, but the 
blacke night parting our companies, ere midnight the 
fled ſerued fo carry bs aboard : the next day we came a- 
Hoze, the Bing with a ſolemne diſconcle cauſlag all to de- 
part,but bis pzincipall men, and this was the effect, when as 
he percelucd that we had adeliretoinuave * 
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gainft whom he was no pꝛolcſſed evemy, pet ihus farrc bee 
would aſliſt vs in this cnterpziſe : Firſt bee would ſend bis 
lpies, perfccly to vaderſtand their Urcugid and abllify to 
fight, with which he would acquaint vs dim it lie. 

Coptaine Nuport would not be ſcene in it himſclfe, be- 
ing great Werowances, they would Cay al bome, but J, 
Maiſter Scrivener,and two of his Sonnes,and Op«chan- 
kanough. The King of Pamavnke ſhould haue Io. of 
bis men io goe befoze as though they were hunting ,. [hep 
giving vs notiſe where was the advantage we ſhovid ill 
them, the weomen and young chudzen be wiſhed oe ſheuld 
ſpare,e baing them to him, oniꝑ 100. 03 150. ot aut men he 
held lufficient foz this exploit: our boats Could lay at the 
falls, where we might hew timber, which we might connep 
tach man a piece till we were paſt the Cones , end thers 
iopne them, to paſſe our men by water, i any were ſhot his 
men ſhould bzing them backe to our boats , this latre tals 
bad almoſt made Captaine Nuport bndertake, by this 
meanes to dilcoucr tbe Mouth ſea, which will not be with- 
out trecherie, if wes ground our intent vpon his conſtan- 
cle. 

This day we ſpent in ſrading, dancing, and much mirth, 
the King of Pamaunke ſent his mellenger, as yet not knows 
ing Captaine Nuport, fo come vnto him: who bad long 
txpt ed m, deſiring alſo wy Father to viſite dim: the 
meflenger pycd to conduct bs, but Powhatan bndcrftan- 
ding that we had Patchcts lately come from Paſpil:egh, 
— the next day to trade with vs, and not to go furs 
thcr. 

This new tricke he cunning'y pot bpon him, but onely 
fo haue whit hee liſt6d , and to try whether we Wenldgo oz 
ffay, Opechankencughs mc ſſenger reforncd that wee 
would not comettbe ne xt dap his Daughter came to entreal 
me, ſhewing her Father had hurt his legge, and much ſoz- 
rowed he could nol los me. 

D3 Csptaine 
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Ceptaine Nuportbcing not to bie perſwaded fo goe fa, 
fyat Powhatan had deſired vs toftap : ſent her awap with 
the une anſwer, pet the next day vpon better confiveration 
intreatie pꝛeuailed, and we anchozed at Cinquoateck, the 
firft twaine abous the parting ol the riner, where dwelled 
two Kings of Pamaunke,1Bzothers iq Powhatan: the ons 
called Opitchapam, the other Katatoughyto theſe J went 
aſhoze, who kindly intreated es and Paiſter Scriven:r, 
ſendiag ſome pzelents aboard to Captains Nuport, whiilt 
we were trucking with the Kings, 8 

Opechankanough hisWwife , weomen , and child zen 
came to mate me with anatarall kind afecion, hee (emed 
to retopce to (@ me, 

Captains Nuport came a ſhoze, with many kind diſ- 
courſes we paſſed that fozenaone: and after dinner, Cap- 
faine Nuport went about with the Pinnis to Menapacant 
which is twenty miles by water, and not one by land : O- 
pechankanevgh, conducted me and Paiſter Scrivencr by 
land, Where hauing built afeaſting houſe a purpoſe to en- 
tertaine bs with a kind DPzation , atter their manner and 
his belt pzoviſion, kindly welcomed vs, that day be would 
not trucke,but did his beſt to delight vs with content: Cap- 
taine Nuporc arriued towards euening , whom the King 
pzelented with fire great platters ot fin: bzzad, and Ponla- 
roxmana, the next dap till none we traded: the Bing 
leaſted all the company , ano the afternone. was ſpent in 
playing, dauncing, and delight , by no meanes he would 
bane vs depart till the next dap, he had feaſted vs with veni⸗ 
zon, foz which he had ſent,haning (pen! bis ficlt and ſecond 
pꝛouiſion in expecting our comming:the ner! day he perfoz- 
med his pzomile, gining moze to vs tha tden would have 
lafficcd 30. and in that we carried not away what we let, 
ba ſeat it after vs to the Pinnis, with what words oz 
ſignes ol lous he coald expꝛeſſa. we departed. 

Captaine Nuport in the Pinnis, leaning ve the 
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Barge fo digge a rocke, Where wa ſuppoſed a Mine af 
Cinquaoteck, which done, ere miduight J arriued at We. 
racomoco, whcre our Pinnis anchozed, being a o. miles 
from Cinquaotecke, the next day e toe leave of Pow · 
hatan, Who in regard ot his kinvnes gane him an Indian, 
be well affected to goe with him foz England in led ot his 
Sinne, p cauſe J aſſure me was toknow our ſtrength and 
Countries condition: Þ next dap we arriued at Kiskiack,the 
; people ſo ſcoꝛne falle enterfained vs, as with what lgnes 
el (cone and diſcontent we could, we departed and returned 
to our Fozt with 2 ; 0. buſhells of Cozne , our p2cſivent be- 
ing not wholy reconcred of his ficknes , in dilcharging, his 
Piece bzake and ſplit his hand ost, which he is not yet well 
recovered, 

At Captaine Nuports arrinall, w& were bicualled foz 
tweloe werkes, and having furniſhed dim of what hee 
thought god, be let ſaile fe: England the tenth of Apaill : 
Paiftcr Scriuener and my leiis with our hallop , accom- 
panied him te Captaine Hendrick. 

Powhatan haui:ig ſoz a farrewell , ſent dim flae 02 firs 
mens loadings, with Turkeres foz\wozys, which bee ent 
him in cur return to fot: we viſconered the river of Nav - 
ſamd, a pzond warlike Nation, as well we may teſtiſied, at 
oor ficſt arriuall at Cne ſiapiack: but that intury Cops 
taine Nuport well revenged at bis returne , where ſome 
ol them intiſing him to their Ambuſcavoes by a daunce, hee 
percciging their intent,with a vally of muſket ſhot , Nlew 
one, and ſhot one oz two moze, as themſelues confeſſes, ths 
King at our arinall ſent foz me to come vnto dim: ſent him 
wozd what commodities J had to exchange foz wheat, and 
he would as had the reſt of his Neighboms, conclude a 
Peace,we were conſented, at (aft de came deut befoze ths 
Boate which rid at anchoz ſome (oztie yards from þ ſhoze, 
be ſignified to me to come a choʒe and ſent a Cano. with 
foure 0; ius ol his men, (wo whercofJdeflredto 2 8. 
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board & fo ſtay, 4 I would ſend two to fali;e with their Bing 
a ſhaze, to thisbe agred : the king we pzefcnted with a 
piece of Copper; which he kindly ercepted, and ſent fo; vic» 
tualls to entirtaine the meſſengers. 

PaiTer Scriuener and my lelta alſo, aſter hat went a 
ſhoze: the Ring kinvly keaſted vs, requetting vs to ſtap to 
trade lil tte next dap, which haning done, we returned to 
tbe Fozk, this rigce is a muſket ſhot bꝛoad, each ſide being 
Chould bayse,8 narrow channell bat tbzee fadom, his cout le 
fo; eighteens miles, almoſt direuiy Sonth, and by Mell, 
where beginneth the firſf inhabitants, foz a tnite it turneth 
dired i Tat, towards ths Meld, a great bay and a white 
| chavkie Jans, conuentent foz a Font: his nert courſe 

Sonth, where within a quarter of a mile, the river diniveth 
in kino, the neck a plaine high Cozne fi elo, the weſter bought 
abigh plaine lixewiſe, the Roathoalt anſwerable in all refs 
pects : in thele plaines ara planted aboundante of honſes 
and people, they maꝝ tontaine 1000, Atres of moſt excels 
lent fertill ground, lo ſwetete, ſo pleaſanf, ſo beautiſull, and 
ſo ſtrong a pꝛoſpec, fo2 an inaineivle ſtrong Citty, with (8 
many commodities, that J know as vet I haue not ſeene : | 
This is within one deies tourney of Chawwonocke, the 
river falleth tato the Kings river , within twelne miles ol 
Cape-hendicke. | 

At our Foꝛt, the toles we had were ſo oꝛdinarilp ſtolen 
by the Indi ans, as neceſſity infozced bs fo cored their bza- 
uing theruerie: fo; be that ſtole to dap, durſt come againe 
the nert dag. One amongft the ret, having ſtolen two 
ſwoꝛds, J got the Connſels conſent fo let in the bilboes : 
the next day with thzxz moze, be came with their wo>den 
ſwozos in the ma'dſt of our men to ſteale, their cuſi ome is to 
take any thing they can ceaze off, onelp ide people of Pa- 
maunke, wee haue not found cating : bat what others 
can feal?, thcir King recelueth. 

A bad them depart , bat flouriſhing their ., der 
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ſeemed fo defend what they could catch but out of our 
bands, his pzide b2ged me to turne bim from amongſt vs, 
whereat he offred to ffrike me with his ſwozd, which Jp2zcs 
vented, Ctciking bim fit; the rcl>& cffring to revenge the 
blow, rcceined ſuch an incounter , and fled; the betiet to 
offcight them, J purſued them with flue oz ſixe ſhot, and (0 
chaſed them out of the Aland: the beginning of this b;opte, 
litle expetting by bis carriage, we durſt have reſiſted, dauing 
even till that pzelent, not beene contradiced., eſpecially them 
of Paſpahegh : thele Jndians wit bin one houre, having by 
other Saluagcs, then inthe Fozt, bnderffod that I thzeat- 
ned lo be reuenged, came pꝛeſenii of themielues, and fell 
to wozking vponour wears, which were (hen in hand by s · 
ther Salnages, who leeing their pꝛide lo incountred, were ls 
ſo ſubaatCine,and willing to dos any thing as might be, and 
with trembling feare,deſired to be friends within th: daies 
aller: From Nawſamond which is 30. miles from vs, the 
Kiag lent vs a Patchet , which they had ſtodden from vs at 
our being there : the meſſenger as is the cuſtoms , alſo we 
well rewarded and contented. 

The twenty of Apil!,being at wozke, inhewing downs 
Trees, and ſetting Cozne , an alarum cauſed vs with all 
ſperde to fake our armes, each expecting a new aſſauit ofthe 
Saluages:; but vnderſtanding it a Boate under ſaile, out 
doubts were pxelently (afiſfled , with the happy light of 
Mauer Nelſon, his many perrills of cxtreame ſtozmes 
ano tempeſis. Mis chip well, as his company could tell: fe 
bis care in ſparing our pzonifion, was well: but the pzoul- 
dence thereof, as alſo ot out ſtones, Yatchets , andother 
tles. onele ours excepted , which of all thereff was moff 
neceCary, which might tnfozce vs to ink eithex a leditious 
traitoʒ is our action, 02 a moſt bnconſclonable deceiver of 
our (ceaſes. This happy arrinall of Paiſter Neiſon in 
the Phenix, haning baae then about th monethes miſs 


ſing, after Captains n being to all our cx- 
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pcrt«ticnglolt: oiveit, that now at the att, haning bins 
ſeug crofied. with termpeſivoos: weather, and-irontrarp 
wrads, his io vntrpeded eo mming, tid ſo tauiſh vs with c 
xcTing top;, thatmow-iwe thought our (elacs as well fitted, 
as our harts could wiſh/, both with a competent numbec of 
men; as alla (62 all other uadfull gs; till a further 
fopply ſhoalwroms eä us: whereopon the firſt thing that 
was chase, wes, that tele, ond Purſtcr Scrivener, 
ſhould with 20. men gos with (he beſt meanes we could 
p}Wide; to dilconer beyond the Falls, as in oor tudgements 
lf wo night: fire 02 \eanen vaies welpent only 
intra d men to march, fight, and lcirmilh in the 
ds, tholt willing minds to this action, ſo quickned theit 
vaoerſtanding in this cxercile, as in all judgements wee 
wire better able to fight with Pow hatans whole ſozce : in 
our det ofbviatile amongſt the Treex, (fo; Thicks there is 
few)then the Fozt.was to rrpu'ls 400. at the firft aault, 
wird (ome terme ox twenty chet, not knowing what to doe, 
n9; how to bis a Piece : our warrant being ſealed, Paiſtir 
Ne lſonx etuſed to aflifte vs with the voluntary Pariser, 
ann himiti as be pzomiled, vntele we would tand bound 
ts pap the hirs 62 lhippe, and Parriners; foz the time they 
gayed':and further there was ſome coatroucrfle, ch 
the dinerdtie of Contrary opinions, (ome alleadging, 1hat 
how p;ofitadie, and to whot gd purpote forner'0sr tour» 
ney ſhould-pozimd , yetourcommCſion , commanding no 
certa(tne vefigne;. we haute ve tored//o2 the moſt modiſereats 
men in ede old. beltvos.the wzong we ſhould doe o Cap- 
taine Napore;towhorn only all diſcowcries did belong, and 
to no » buddde ide entertain 
courſes of the tiner u which-we vou not erre much, 
tuch night wenne vb in twoovres; helter then that 
wer fiſt aides Not, ten Townes vpbatheriver,cach 
within ond vopryitourndy of other, defdes our 02dinarp 
wonnen, might well bs loppoſed to adds eclicfe : fo; truck 
4 : and 
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edea'ing oni. but i in lone e prate, as w ttertit iter ata 
lid vs, their Tones they cannot defend, noztdeir iugg ag 
ſo conuep.tdat we ſhoutonot ſhare, but admit the troaſt, 16. 
daics pʒouiſion int had of Cberſe, Datmeale.ond bilkst be- 
ſides our randeuous, we could and might baue did ii ite 
ground, With fixe men, Coptaine Martin, would dane un- 
dcrtaken it bimſelfe leaving the reft to defend the Fezt, ard 
plant our Coznc : yet noreaſoncould be reaſon, to pzocads 
fozward, though we were going aboard to ſet (ate 3 Thcle 
dilcontents cevuled ſo many doubts to ſome, and diſecurage- 
ment to others, as our taurnepended :-pet ſome a vn p- 
tured petitions to (ct vs tozward , one with hope ot au 
owne confeſlons , our next courſe wos to ſurne hulband - 
men, fo fell Trees and ſet Cozne. Fiſtie ot our men, mt im- 
plaped in this ſeruice, the reſt kept the ot, to tve'the cam⸗ 
wand of ihe patũdent, and Captains Martin, 3 ts the = 
ſhip lap expecting p triall of certain mattcrs,whirh.fo; ſows 
cauſe J keeps pztuate:þ next exploit was an Jndiln Having 
ſtolen an Are, was ſo purſuedby Paiſter Scriuener,q thent 
next bim, as be thzew it downe, and flying, dzew his dow 
at any that durſt incounter him: within foure as fige dayes 
alter, Maiſter Scriue ner and J, being a liile fromthe Fox,” 
among ihe Cone, two Jadiants, each with a cus gen. and 
all newly painted with Te rraſigillate, came circling about 
me , as thoughthey Would haue clubed me hike 8 hate: J 
kuelw their ſaiuina lege is towards me; not without a dc ad⸗ 
ly þatradhut(o pzeuentthe wozu, J calling maiſfer Scriue - 
ner ct ie Fat: the Judians liring me ſuſped idem, 
with god fearmes, aſked me foz ſome ol their men, whom 
they would beate, and wentwith me into our Foz; finding 
ons that lay ozpinarily with vs only fo; a (pie : they offered - 
to dent him, Jia perſwadingthew to ſojbeare,thep effcre'! 
fo beginne-with wg; being now Hurt f twp ther arrayed? 
in like manner, cam iu on the other ſ de ide Fot: Where- -

pꝛeſident 
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pꝛeſident and Counlell, being pꝛelentiꝑ acquainted, remem- 
baing at the firſt aſſault, idep came in like manner, and ne 
ner elle but againſt ſome villanie,concluded to commit them 
to pziſon, and exped the euent, eight moze-we cec3:d at that 
pꝛelent, an houre after came thzce oz foure other ſtrangers, 
extrao2dinarily fitted with arrowes , ſhinnes, and ſhating 
gloacs,their iralouſic and leare, bewzayed their bad intent, 
as allo their luſpitions departure. 

de next day came firff an Indian, then another as Cm: 
bafladozs faz their men, they deſired to ſytake with me, aut 
diſcourle was, that what Spades, @houells, ſwo2ds, oz 
tles they had Colne, fo bung home it not the next day, 
they ſhould hang) the next newes was, they had taken two 
ol our men, ranging in the wops , which miſchlele no pu 
niſhment will pzenent but hanging , and thele ther would 
ſhould redeme their owne 16. 83 18. thas bzaving bs 
to our does, we defired the pzeſidenf, and Copfaine Mar- 
tin, (hat aftcrn@o:e fo ſally vpon them, that they might but 
know, what we dart to doe, and al night mand our Barge, 
and burnt their Townes, and ſpoiled, and deſtroyed, what 
we could, but they bzonght our men, and frely delivered 
them : the pzefident releaſed one, the reſt we bzought well 
guarded , to Pozning and Suening pzayers.Dur men all 
in armes, thcir trembling feare, then cauſed them io mach 
ſozrow,wbich till then ſcoffed,and ſcozned at what we durſl 
doe, the Counſell concluded , that J Gould terrifls (hem 
with ſome tozture, to know if I could know their intent, ide 
ne xt day J bound one hold, tothe maine Pall, and pze- 
ſenting lixe Puſkets with match in the cockes , fozcer him
